At the close of the meal,
he beckoned to Lafaystte to follow
him, passed to the inner apartment,
turned to his young friend without ut-
tering a syliable, placed the fatal dis-
pateb in his hands, and then, giving
way to an ungovernable burstlef feel-
ing, fell on his neck and sobbed
aloud. The effect produced on the
French Marquis, accustomed to regard
the General, cold and dignified In his
manner, as devoid of the common
weaknesses of humanity, may be im-
agined.
